A 
gold coin that would rejiresent an 
average day's labor would lie too small 
for c<in\enieut handling. Silver was 
the money-nietal best suiteil to the mass 
of tile jieojile and to the variety and 
char.icter of transactions constituting 
the interchanges of daily life. The suii- 
plies of both metals in existence, if 
united by law, in the full money func- 
tions, would have a steadiness of value 
whicii could not be obtained by either 
neparately. Were there any conceiva- 
ble iieceKsitv for the demonetization of 
either metal why, he a^ked, demonetize 
that whidi iiromised the greater and 
more ht«' id}' yield?

It will 
place in circulation an amount of money 
comni" ii'-urate with our increasinuc pop- 
ulation. Ii will give assurance to our 
laugnif:hing industries that the volume 
of our ciivulatory me<lium is not t<i con- 
tinue shrinking, and that the tendency 
of prices shall nci longer be downward. 
It will increai^e the wages of labor and 
the prices of the iirodiicts of labor: it 
will reduce the jaice of bonds and other 
forms of money futni-es; it will lighten, 
but not ineiinally, the biu-den of niort- 
gage.; it will increafie largely, though 
not uujuslly. the debt paying ami tax 
iiaying )i<iwer of the people. It will 

loosen the gras]i of the oreditcv from 

the neck of the delitor.

It 
will pr(K laim the freedom of the white 
race tlie world over: it will lift the 
bowed head of labor; it will push the 
threnoily of toil; it will inangnr;ite the 
true renaissance— ;i reuais>.Hnce of pro.s- 
jjerity. without which, industry, learn- 
hig, science, litwatnre, art, Mrebatap-

The Senate Committee on I'enslons Do 
Kot Wont Their DepOBdmt Pension 
Bill Bepl^d Bjr the RoMse Pension 
Serrlee Bill— Their Beaaons for Bo 

Washington, May 14.— The senate 
pension committse yesterday presented 
to the senate a report recommending a 

disagreement to the honse amendment 
subinittiiig a pension service bill for the 
dependent pension bill. The leport says 
that th • ^eti.ate bill proviih's that the 
Insneficiary must be deiiendent up<m his 
daily labor or n]ion the contributions of 
others not legally bound for his support, 
while the house amendment makes iK-n- 
siouable all persons who can bring them- 
selves within its reipiirements irrespec- 
tive of their pecuniary means. 

The senate bill also" hxes the rate of 
jiension at ^12 and the house bill at 
month. Tlie senate bill also maki 
vision for depciudent parents 
cunitte-d in the house amendmt«nt. The 
senate bill ^irovides that the disability 
shall not iie the result of vicious habits; 
this is omitted in the house amendment. 
The house also provides for a service 
pension which the senate does not. In 
the opinion of the senate committee the 
two measures are entirely in'econcilable 
andiu the committee's judgment the 
house bill is whi dly inadeipiate. 

The report says that, counting the 
numljer of disabled soldiers in the sol- 
diers' homes and eleemosynary institu- 
tions, there are at least 3 ),Oiio disabled 
and dependent Union soldiers recipients 
of public charity. The rate of |J12 a 
month approaches nearlv the minimum 
of bubsistence, while |8 a month un- 
donlitedly fulls far below it. If it be 
deem.d expedient to allow a jiension of 
48 per month, simply because a person 
IS disabled, that is no reason why ft a 
month should be taken from the de- 
pndent soldier. The house provision 
nenetits those who do not need a pen- 
sion at the expense of those who are in 
absolute need. 

It is the opinion of the •enategfommlt- 
tee that it is the duty of the govermnent 
before entering upon any other pension 
legislation to provide for the needs of 
the disabled and dependent soldiers in 
the most liberal manner possible. The 
senate bill was framed upon this theory. 
Its object is relief to the lieedy ones and 
not to those who do not need. The 
committee think the service pension a 
matter which should not be involved 
with a disability bill. A service pen- 
sion Is a matter requiring the most care- 
ful consideration, in oraer that justice 
may lie done both to the soldier and to 
the coimtiy. 

Estimates prepared by Capt. Ains- 
worth show that the approximate aggre- 

fate cost of a service pension upon a 
asis of sixty-two years as the age limit 
will be |1,182,095,52S. Upon a basis of 
si.xty years the cost would be $1,888,109,- 
829. Of this amount $1,079,617,024, 
must be paid before ths end of the year 
1915, and the average annual payment 
Mill be $41,523,783. It should be stated, 
however, that these estimates are sub- 
ject to an annual reduction of $1,174,- 
036 due to 23,595 of the pensioners al- 
ready being on the rolls at an average 
of $4.88 a month. These estimates are 
materially greater than those of the 
house committee, but the senate com- 
mittee adopt them because they seem to 
be ])ased on valid reasons, and because 
all exiierience has shown that pension 
estimates have heretofore invariably 
fallen below the actual cost. 

The committee do not believe the serv- 
ice pension would give satisfaction to 
the soldiers. It is preferential and in- 
vidious. It is a tontine measure. It 
places the man who served ninety days 
upon the same footing with him who 
served four years. It compels the youth 
who enlisted at 18, losing his opjxirtunity 
for education, and who was discharged 
a veteran at 28 to wait twelve years oe- 
fore his claim for recognition >vill be t n- 
tertained. It is the committee's opinion 
that whenever it is deemed wise to in- 
augurate a system of service iH iisions it 
should Ixi done for the benefit of all liv- 
ing soldiers who are honorably dis- 
chargtHl, Tlie estimates submitted to 
the c*)mmittee respecting the average 
term of service vont from eighteen to 
twenty-six months.* On this basis, the 
annual charge would be |fl8,62H,5!»r), the 
whole subject, however, being largely 
conjectural. 

With regard to the proposed appeal of 
the aiTears act, the committee state that 
the secretary of ths interior estimates 
that it would require $216,2^0,200 to pay 
the Claims allowed between the date the 
arrears limitation went into etTeet and 
Jan. 1, INHrt, and $255,145,200 to pay ar- 
rears on all claims still pending, l^hese 
estimates do not apply to olums tiled 
since ths b^{inning of 1880.
